The  garden  is  the  most  important  means  with  which  to  I 
combat  the  big  question  of  today,  “The  high  cost  of  living.”  j 
A good  garden  will  furnish  all  the  fresh  vegetables  for  s 
the  household  and  when  a surplus  is  grown  it  may  be  canned  I 
at  very  little  expense  and  put  away  for  the  winter  months,  j 
It  will  also  furnish  winter  green  stuff  for  the  poultry.  In  s 
selecting  a garden  spot  you  must  remember  that  gardening 
demands  rich  soil,  poor  land  has  a tendency  to  make  vegeta-  j 
bles  grow  off  slowly  and  make  them  tough  instead  of  nice  = 
and  tender.  Deep  plowing  and  the  liberal  use  of  fertilizers  | 
or  stable  manure  will  make  the  top  soil  loose  and  ideal  for  j 
garden  purposes.  | 

Plan  the  garden  for  the  entire  year,  outlining  each  plot  of  i 
ground,  indicating  what  should  be  planted  from  time  to  time  j 
so  as  to  have  a rotation  of  crops.  On  good  land  as  many  as  j 
three  crops  can  be  raised  on  the  same  ground  during  the  ! 
summer.  For  instance;  first,  lettuce  plants  can  be  set  out  } 
and  when  these  are  out  of  the  way  snap  beans  can  be  put  in,  f 
when  this  crop  comes  off  there  is  plenty  of  time  to  put  in  I 
turnips.  |

InThe  Hot-Bed  or  Cold  Frame 

Beets,  Early  Cabbage,  Cauliflower,  Egg  Plant,  Lettuce, 
Spanish  Onions,  Pepper  and  Tomatoes. 

Arrange  the  planting  of  these  vegetables  in  the  hot-bed 
six  to  eight  weeks  before  time  for  setting  out  the  plants  in  | 
the  garden.  j 

Order  Early 

As  a suggestion  we  advise  you  to  order  early  what  seed  | 
you  expect  to  plant,  so  as  to  have  them  on  hand  when  weather 
and  soil  conditions  are  favorable  for  planting.

GARDEN  PEAS. 

These  should  be  planted  in  the  spring  just  as  soon  as  the 
ground  can  be  worked  For  first  planting  we  recommend  the 
smooth  varieties  such  as  our  Wood’s  Pedigree  Extra  Early. 
While  these  are  not  as  sweet  as  the  wrinkled  varieties  they 
are  very  early  and  stand  the  cold  weather  better.  If  you  pre- 
fer a dwarf  kind,  plant  the  Tom  Thumb. 

About  two  weeks  later  plant  the  early  sweet  wrinkled 
kinds,  like  American  Wonder,  (lfoot  high),  Eclipse  or  Sur- 
prise. (2  feet),  Thomas  Laxton,  (3  feet),  and  McLean’s  Little 
Gem,  (1%  feet).  These  are  all  early  and  excellent  varieties, 
your  selection  depending  on  the  height  of  vine  you  prefer. 

For  your  second  planting,  a selection  of  Horsford’s  Mar- 
ket Garden,  (2  feet),  Bliss  Everbearing,  (2  feet),  or  Advancer, 
(2%  feet),  cannot  be  improved  upon.  They  are  all  fine  vari- 
eties of  excellent  quality  for  private  use  or  home  market. 

For  later  planting  if  you  perfer  a dwarf  kind,  plant  the 
Dwarf  Champion  if  England,  a great  producer  of  handsome 
dark  green  pods,  well  filled  with  peas  of  unsurpassed  flavor. 
The  tall  varieties  like  Telephone  and  Champion  of  England 
are  better  bearers  but  they  need  support.  This,  of  course  is 
a little  troublesome  but  you  will  be  well  repaid  for  the  trouble, 
by  the  difference  in  yield. 

For  a succession  of  Garden  Peas,  plant  every  two  weeks 
— as  late  as  August  for  late  crops.

TOMATOES. 

If  you  haven’t  a hot-bed  to  start  your  plants  in,  these 
can  be  planted  in  shallow  boxes  or  pots  and  kept  in  the  house. 
When  the  fourth  leaf  appears  transplant  3 or  4 inches  apart 
and  expose  them  as  much  as  possible  to  harden  them,  but  be 
careful  not  to  check  their  growth  as  this  will  decrease  their 
productiveness. 

Spark’s  Earliana  is  of  course  the  very  earliest  but  Bonnie 
Best,  June  Pink,  and 
Chalk’s  Jewel  come  in 
so  soon  after  it  that  x I % 

the  difference  in  ma-  / |||j|||| 
turity  is  hardly  notice- 
able,  besides  they  yield 
for  a longer  season.  wt. 

To  follow  these  early 
kinds  you  can  pin  your  ' , 

faith  to  Success  and 
Coreless — both  make 
fine  large  fruits  that 
will  be  a credit  to  any 
gardener.  They  ripen 
evenly  to  the  stem,  no 
ridges  and  cracks,  meaty  and  both  are  good  yielders. 

If  you  prefer  the  extra  large  tomatoes  you  will  have  to 
have  Wood’s  Famous  Brimmer — there  is  no  tomato  like  it. 
Anybody  can  eat  it  even  those  subject  to  the  troubles  that 
are  brought  on  by  eating  other  kinds.  Ponderosa  is  another 
fine,  big  tomato — it  is  so  meaty  that  it  is  sometimes  sold  as 
Beefsteak,  Tenderloin,  etc.
